PROPOSED NEW RAILWAY FROM CHICAGO 
TO NEW 

There is a bill pending before Congress to 
incorporate a company to build a double- 
track steel railway from Chicago to New 
York. The constrnetion of suth a railway 
is not only entirely feasible, but is in every 
way desirable. The magnitude of the 
scheme is no obstacle to its success; nor is 
the profitableness of such a road at ail on- 
jectural.

There is no legal difficulty in the way of 
eonstructing this road. Nearly every State 
in the Union has a general law by which any 
company can build a rail way anywhere with- 
in the territory of such States.

proceed to lay down its tracks, and proceed 
to business.
